Note1 - Nature of Business and Summary of Significant Accounting Policies

HudsonField Securities LLC (the “Company” or “HFS”), a wholly owned subsidiary
of HF Holdco LLC, was established on April 21, 2015 as a Delaware limited Lability
company. On November 3, 2015 the Company was approved as a broker/dealer
registered with the Securities and Exchange Commission (SEC) and is a member of the
Financial Industry Regulatory Authority (FINRA). The Company engages in private
placement transactions for issuers in the oil and gas industry with institutional and high
net worth investors.

The Company operates pursuant to section (kK)(2)(i) exemptive provisions of Rule 15¢3-
3 of the Securities Exchange Act of 1934, and accordingly, is exempt from the remaining
provisions of that Rule. The Company does not hold customer funds or securities. Under
these exemptive provisions, the Computation for Determination of Reserve
Requirements and Information Relating to the Possession and Control Requirements are
not required.

Significant Accounting Policies:

Bagis of Presentation

The accompanying financial statements and related notes have been prepared in
accordance with accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America
(“U.S. GAAP”).

Use of Estimates

The preparation of financial statements, in accordance with accounting principles
generally accepted in the United States of America, requires management to make
estimates and assumptions that affect the reported amounts of the assets and liabilities
and disclosure of contingent assets and liabilities at the date of the financial statements
and the reported amounts of revenues and expenses during the reporting period. Actual
results could differ from those estimates.

Income Taxes

The Company is a LLC, and files consolidated tax returns with its Parent. The members
of a LLC are taxed on their proportionate share of the Company’s federal and state taxable
income. Accordingly, no provision or liability for federal and state income taxes has been
included in the financial statements.

The Company has adopted financial reporting rules regarding recognition and
measurement of tax positions taken or expected to be taken on a tax retarn. The Company
has reviewed all open tax years and concluded that there is no impact on the Company's
financial statements and no tax liability resulting from unrecognized tax benefits relating
to uncertain income tax positions taken or expected to be taken on a tax return. As of
November 30, 2017, all prior returns are the open federal and state tax years. There were
no interest or penalties recorded during the period ended November 30, 2017.

Credit Risk

The only credit risk taken by the Company occurs when cash balances in a bank account
exceeds the Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation (FDIC) insurance and when
receivables are under collateralized. There have been no losses related to these risks.

- Net Capital Requirements

As a member of FINRA and registered with the Securities and Exchange Commission
the Company is subject to the SEC Uniform Net Capital Rule (SEC Rule 15¢3-1), which
requires the maintenance of a minimum amount of net capital and requires that the ratio
of indebtedness to net capital, both as defined, shall notexceed 15 to 1. Rule 15¢3-1 also
provides that equity capital may not be withdrawn or cash dividends paid if the resulting
net capital ratio would exceed 10 to 1. The Company does not carry customer accounts
nor accept customer funds or securities.

At November 30, 2017 the Company had net capital of $6,748 which was $1,748 in
excess of its minimum net capital requirement of $5.000.

Income Taxes

The Company evaluates its uncertain tax positions under the provisions of ASC 740
“Income Taxes”. ASC 740 prescribes a recognition threshold and a measurement attribute
for the financial statement recognition and measurement of tax positions taken or
expected to be taken in a tax return. For those benefits to be recognized, a tax position
must be more-likely-than-not to be sustained upon examination by taxing authorities.
Differences between tax positions taken or expected to be taken in a tax return and the
benefit recognized and measured pursuant to the interpretation are referred to as
“unrecognized benefits". A liability is recognized for an unrecognized tax benefit because
it represents an enterprise's potential future obligation to the taxing authority for a tax
position that was not recognized as a result of applying the provisions of ASC 740. As of
November 30, 2017, no liability for unrecognized tax benefits was required to be
recorded. In accordance with ASC 740, interest costs related to unrecognized tax benefits
are required to be calculated (if applicable) and would be classified as "interest expense,
net” in the consolidated statements. As of November 30, 2017 there were none.

Commitments and Contingencies

In the normal course of its operations, the Company enters into contracts and
agreements that contain indemnifications and warranties. The Company’s maximum
exposure under these arrangements is unknown as this would involve future claims that
may be made against the Company that have not yet occurred. However, the Company
has not had prior claims or losses pursuant to these contracts and expects the risk of
loss to be remote.

There are no other material commitments or contingencies. However, the nature of the
Company's business subjects it to various claims, regulatory examinations, and other
proceedings in the ordinary course of business. The ultimate outcome of any such action
against the Company could have an adverse impact on the financial condition, results of
opetations, or cash flows of the Company.

Subseguent Events

Management has evaluated the Company’s events and transactions that occurred
subsequent to November 30, 2017, through January 27, 2018, the date when the financial
statements were issued. Subsequent to November 30, 2017 the Company requested
FINRA'’s approval to sell HFS's ownership from HF Holdco LI.C to a non-related entity.
The request was approved on December 21, 2017. There were no other events or
transactions that occurred during this period that materially impacted the amounts or
disclosures in the Company’s financial statements
